While we often hear that 

humans can survive longer 
without food than without 
water, the vital role that water 
plays in almost every body 
function is more often over- 
looked. Water performs a wide 
range of functions from regulat- 
ing body temperature to helping 
maintain electrolyte balance. It 
helps eliminate waste products, 
and is essential in a variety of 
chemical reactions of metabo- 


‘Jism. As a component of blood, 


water helps carry nutrients and 
oxygen to the cells. 
Schoolchildren learn that 
water is composed of one atom 
of oxygen combined with two of 
hydrogen, and that it can appear 
in- solid, liquid, or gaseous 
forms. Further, they learn: that 
water is often called the “uni- 
versal solvent” because it dis- 
solves more substances than any 
other liquid, Dissolved sub- 
stances in water move through 
roots in plants and blood vessels 


© in animals by capillary action, a 


result of the surface tension of 
water. So wherever water goes, 
80 go important nutrients, 

Water is a vital nutrient in ffs 
own right. The average person's 
body weight is 55 to 75 percent 
water, and solid tissue like mus- 
cle is more than 70 percent 
water. The brain is made up of 
70 percent, the lungs almost 90 
percent, and the blood 82 per- 
cent water. Water is lost each 
day from the body as perspira- 
tion, exhaled water vapor, urine 
and feces. In fact, the average 
adult loses about 10 cups of 
water daily, and it’s essential 
that fluid be replenished. Most 
health professionals recommend 
approximately a quart of water 
for every 1,000 calories burned. 
The standard recommendation 
is to drink the equivalent of 8 
and 12 glasses of water a day. 
Dehydration 
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mised immune system. 

Hot weather and/or exercise 
do not necessarily mean greater 
water losses. In fact, cold 
weather can lead to increased 
fluid needs, As the temperature 
drops, the body must work hard- 
er to maintain normal body tem- 
perature, Furthermore, heated 
air in a room can result in mois- 
ture loss from the skin, And so 
the recommendation to consume 
8 to 12 glasses of water a day 
applies in all sorts of weather, 
cold as well as hot. By the time 
one feels thirsty, about two cups 
of body fluid need to be replaced. 

Signs of moderate dehydra- 
tion include thirst, dry lips, dry 
mouth and/or concentrated urine. 
Severe dehydration results in 
very dry mouth membranes, 
sunken eyes, dry skin, rapid and 
weak pulse; cold-extremities, 
rapid breathing, blue lips, confu- 
sion, lethargy, weakness and/or 
faintness, Hospitalization and 
intravenous fluids are required in 
extreme dehydration

Americans may be consum- 
ing too little water according to 


a national consumer survey. 


released in 1998 that include 
3,003 people. Only one in five 
met the recommendation to con- 
sume eight glasses of water a 
day. Results of the survey reveal 
that the average American con- 
sumer only 4.6 servings of water 
a day, A breakdown of average 
consumption shows 7.9 servings 
of hydrating liquid daily and 4.9 
servings of dehydrating bever- 
ages a day. Besides water, hydrat- 
ing beverages include juice, milk, 
and/ carbonate soda without caf- 
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The Often Forgotten Nutrient 


feine. Dehydrating liquids 
include coffee, tea, carbonated 
soda with caffeine, beer, wine, 
and other alcoholic beverages. 

Most Americans are only get- 
ting only about a third of the 
hydrating liquids that they need. 
Most are not drinking enough 
water to begin with, and few real- 
ize that beverages containing caf- 
feine act as diuretics and actually 
contribute to water loss, Clearly, 
there is a vast need for. public 
education concerning the benefits 
of proper hydration and the prob- 
Jems associated with dehydration 
even in its mildest form. 


Conclusion 
Water is calorie-free, 
portable, inexpensive, readily 


available, and absorbed faster 
than any, other beverage, making 
it clearly the beverage of choice; 
Drinking» -water- should. be 
encouraged at an early age. 
Statistics indicate that the rise in 
consumption of soft drinks 
among children and teenagers 
corresponds: strongly to child- 
hood and adolescent obesity. 

Nutrition experts recommend 
a diet high in fiber, fruits, and 
vegetables and water and low in 
saturated fats. Fruits and vegeta- 
bles are high in fiber and con- 
tain 80-95 percent water. They 
are naturally low in saturated 
fat. In other words, by eating 
lots of fruits and vegetables, one 
can easily satisfy all parts of this 
recommendation.

Encourage one another 


Continued from last week . . . 


In Philippians chapter 3, we see at least five ideas that encourage 
you to hang tough in your Christian walk. Three of these were given 
last week. First, the Christian plan is progress because perfection is 
not possible for the Christian. Second, Christians who hang tough 
and encourage others realize the past is over, learns from it, forgets 
it and. moves on. with life. Third, the Christian encourager who 
hangs tough looks to the future, knowing the future holds hope, and 
reaches for it. 

Fourth, the Christian encourager knows he must maintain a right 
and determined attitude if he is to hang tough in the Christian walk, 

Paul specifically mentions having the right attitude in Philippians 
3:15. “Perfect” here means maturity of mind. If you are to grow in 
maturity and be able to hang tough, the right attitude is an absolute 
necessity for endurance. 

Does the name Robert Ballard mean anything to you? He was:a 
*man with a quest, a goal. He wanted to find the Titanic. He discov- 
ered the sunken ship on September 1, 1985. He gives the following 
description of when he first sent down that probe light and saw the 
ship wreck: “My first direct view of Titanic lasted less than two 
minutes, but the stark sight of her immense hull towering above the 
ocean floor will remain forever ingrained in my memory, My life- 
long dream was to find this great ship and during the pee 13 years 
the quest for her has dominated my life.” 

What is your particular quest? For what are you leaning forward? 
The plan is progress, not perfection. The past is over, forget it. 

The future holds hope, reach for it. 

James 1:2-4 says, “Consider it all joy, my brethren, when you 
encounter various trials, knowing that the testing of your faith pro- 
duces endurance. And let endurance have its perfect result, that you 
may be perfect and complete, lacking nothing.” Trials and tests 
come that impact our patience and give it a chance to grow. As 
patience begins to develop, strong character is cultivated, moving us 
ever onward toward maturity. There is no: shortcut. 

Fifth, the Christian encourager needs to walk together with others 
of the same mind in order to keep a high standard. Those who hang 
tough do better when doing so with others: That is especially true in 
times of severe crisis. As Benjamin Franklin said at the signing of 
the Declaration of Independence: “We must all hang together, or 
assuredly we shall all hang separately.” While encouraging others, 
we need to keep a high standard. As Paul said, “Let us keep living 
by that same standard.” 

Paul said in Galatians 6;9; ‘And let us not lose’heart in doing 
good, for in due time we shall reap if we do not grow weary.” You 
will never get weary in well doing and will be a good encourager 
when you pull alongside like-minded brothers and sisters. 

An old song declares the Christian commitment to hang tough 
and to endure the long Hees while maintaining a high standard.

Scout battle is 
about American 
values

“To those who cite the First 
Amendment as reason for 
excluding God from more and 
more of our institutions every 
day, I say: the First Amendment 
of the Constitution was not writ- 
ten to protect the people of this 
country from religious values; it 
was written to protect religious 
values from government tyran- 
ny.”- Ronald Reagan 

The Department of Defense 
issued an absurd warning to 
U.S. military installations last 
fall to throttle back support of 
the Boy Scouts. The gesture was 
only “partial settlement’ of a 
bigger lawsuit still hot on the 
agenda of the American Civil 
Liberties Union, which has 
made a target of the Scouts in 
recent years. The ACLU, of 
course, wants much more than 
one little victory in. its battle 
against American values. 

The point has been made that 
DoD merely reminded its duty- 
station commanders of a long- 
ignored policy against direct 
sponsorship of outside organiza- 
tions, Routine business. 

Fewer than 450 Boy. Scout 
troops would be affected, about 
half of them overseas, where the 


children of military parents can ° 


simply find sponsorship else- 
where. No big deal. 

On the contrary, it is a-big 
deal, one that is symptomatic of 
a larger assault on faith and its 
place in our. free society 
Patriotic Americans are justifi- 
ably concerned that the “rest of 
the settlement” with the ACLU 
resides somewhere near the bot- 


tom of. a deep and slippery - 


slope. 

The ACLU ostensibly wants 
the Boy Scouts removed from 
public - places. because some 


~ words in the Scout oath-refer to 


the existence of a higher power. 
ACLU lawyers contend: that 


* even a nondenominational refer- 


ence to God is-a misuse of jtay,

‘\ Let’s extend the logic, If a 
military base cannot sponsor a 
Scout troop because God is 
merely referenced in the oath, 
what isethe future of military 
chaplaincies, where God is the 
main point? Will it become a 
violation for a soldier, lying 
burnt and wounded in the belly 
of a blood-soaked, government- 
owned Humvee, to pray for his 
life? And if he should die on the 
battlefield, should that soldier be 
denied Jast rites from.a chaplain 
who receives military pay? 

The ACLU’s argument would 
Suggest Americans ought not 
recognize the president of the 
United States, whose oath of 
office is recited With night hand 
on the Bible. The vice president, 
members of Congress and U.S.

Families can again’ enjoy 
quality time together fishing, 
Childhood memories of fishing 
with parents and grandparents 
are an important part of the fish- 
ing experience to many anglers. 
Families can create new fishing 
memories as State Public 
Fishing Lakes, which have 
returned to their fishing season 
schedule and are open six. or 
seven days each week, Alabama 
has 23 State Public Fishing 
Lakes scattered in 20.counties 
throughout Alabama. 

State Public Fishing Lakes, 
also known as county lakes, are 
popular with families because of 
the abundance of bank access, 
on-site concessions and rest- 
rooms, fishing. piers, and. good 
fishing. Anglers in the family 
can enjoy fishing, while others 
can play on the grassy areas, or 
grill at the picnic areas. 

Families wanting to go boat- 
ing can launch their own boat. 
Fishing boats are welcome at the 
lakes, but most lakes do not 
allow the use of outboard 
motors, Families without a boat 
can enjoy fishing from a rented 
boat for $2 a day. Additional 
charges are added for anglers 
who need to rent lifejackets or 
who want to enjoy additional 
accessories such as a trolling 
motor or anchors. 

State Public Fishing Lakes 
have excellent fishing. Although 
the highest numbers of fish are

Smaller 
lakes like State Public Fishing 
Lakes and ponds warm up earli- 
er in spring than Alabama’s larg- 
er reservoirs, so a few warm 
days can make .the fish more 
active in small lakes, 

State Public Fishing Lakes are 
owned and managed by the 
Alabama Wildlife and 
Freshwater Fisheries Division 
of the Alabama Department of 
Conservation and Natural 
Resources. Lake managers oper- 
ate these lakes by renting fishing 
boats and other equipment, and 
by selling snacks, bait, fishing 
equipment, fishing licenses, and 
daily permits, Daily permits cost 
$2 a day ($2.50 at Pike County 
Lake), and are needed for 
anglers 12 and older. Normal 
fishing license requirements 
also apply to state lake anglers, 

Anglers wanting to fish a 
State Public Fishing Lake are 
encouraged to call the lake man- 
ager to determine which days of 
the week the lake is open.

Be careful when 
selecting a 
campsite 


Winter is still with us, but it will soon be taking a bow to Spring: 
Campers are already looking at road maps trying to decide where 
they will head for their first camping trip of the.year. 

Selecting a good campsite can be as important as selecting the 
right camping equipment. ‘Campers who use commercial camp 
grounds will get to choose between several established campsites, 
but the selection is still limited to the boundaries of the campground, 
It is When you are doing primitive camping-that special attention to 
one’s campsite is necessary. And remember, it’s a lot easier to set 
up camp before dark. 

The first thing to consider is a water source. If you are staying in 
a commercial campground you will probably have a faucet right at 
the site, or at least one only a short distance away. Campers head 
ing to the real outback will have to rely on natural water sources 
such as springs, Water isusually less contaminated at the mouth of 
a spring than it is farther downstream. Sometimes one will not be 
able to find a spring mouth and will have to rely on stream water. 

Water obtained from a spring or stream cannot be considered sale 
without treatment. Boiling is still-considered the best treatment by 
experienced outdoorsmen, but sometimes this may not be possible 
Commercial purification tablets and filter systems will be the next 
best choice, 

Fires provide heat, comfort, and that soothing feeling at the end 
of 9 long road trip or hike, Firewood can be purchased at many 
commercial campgrounds, eliminating the need to scrounge for 


wood. But if you are in the boonies and you find the perfect camp- . 


site, chances are many campers before you have picked this same 
site. Previous campers may have already depleted dead wood and 
one Will have a hard time finding wood for a fire, Sitting close to a 
small gas heater may be an option, as one doesn't have to find wood 
Before using any heater in a tent, make sure it is approved for tent 
use, 
I prefer a campsite that is higher than the surrounding terrain and 
as level as | can find. A relatively open area that still receives shade 
from surrounding wees will reduce the possibility of a uee or large 
limb falling on your tent during high winds. Don’t camp under a 
single tall tree, as it can be a lightning attractor. The open area will 
also allow breezes to flow better and reduce insect gatherings, 

Campers should always camp above high-water marks of nyers, 
beaches or tidal waters. Never camp in a dry streambed.

Program (TAP), which provides 
financial reliéf to owners of eli- 
gible trees, bushes, vines and 
forest land damaged by natural 
disasters has begun. 

Owners of eligible trees, 
bushes and vines from which an 
annual crop is produced for 
commercial purposes; eligible 
forest land owners who produce 
crops of timber for commercial 
purposes; and eligible pecan 
producers may receive assis- 
tance under TAP. Producers who 
received payments under 
Section 32 of the Act of Aug, 24, 
1935, for 2004 hurricane losses 
are ineligible to receive benefits. 
However, producers may 
receive both Section 32 pay- 
ments and TAP payments for 
pecan rehabilitation. In addition, 
producers are ineligible for both 
Emergency Conservation 
Program and TAP assistance for 
the same losses.
